Just a few brief weeks apart, we lost two of the most beloved 
clowns ever to grace the limelight of stage, screen, radio, tele- 
vision . . . and, for one of them, records. Lovely, gentle Gracie 
Allen made, to my knowledge, only one record, an excerpt from 
the act she was doing with George Burns at the time in vaudeville; 
on the other hand, the treasured Eddie Cantor is fairly well repre- 
sented in grooves for posterity; not on the scale that some other 
top-notch disc artists committed themselves, but Eddie was mostly 
visual, and much of his charm and effectiveness was lost on plat- 
ters. After all, what could substitute for the rolling eyes, the 
hopping, the hand-clapping, and his exhuberance. Also, his 
voice was a thin little tiling, although he certainly stretched it 
even beyond its capacity to capture most of his stage presence 
than seems possible. 

Eddie's first pressings appear to be two numbers he featured in 
his first big-time engagement, THE ZIEGFELD FOLLIES OF 1917: 
THE MODERN MAIDEN'S PRAYER/THAT'S THE KIND OF A BABY 
FOR ME. This was on Vi 18342, and it seems to have been his 
one and only Victor effort until more than a decade later. It 
established the humorous patter type song with which Cantor was 
to be identified almost exclusively, and both numbers were fairly 
funny and competently recorded for their day, but less effective 
than some of the Emersons that followed them. The comedian 
produced perhaps two dozen sides on this label as the teens ended 
and the twenties began. He began to get material that was not 
only amusing, but musically worth-while, and amongst the very 
good Emersons hemmed out were his first MARGIE, PALESTEENA, 
DON'T PUT A TAX ON THE BEAUTIFUL GIRLS, YOU'D BE SUR- 
PRISED, I CALL HER BABY, LAST ROSE OF SUMMER, I WISH 
THAT I'D BEEN BORN IN BORNEO, SHE GAVE THEM ALL THE 
HA-HA and YOU AIN'T SEENNOTHIN' YET, and he did a straight 
number on occasion, and very effectively, notably I NEVER KNEW 
I COULD LOVE ANYONE LIKE I'M LOVING YOU. 

Good comedy songs with fine melodies had by now replaced 
the early novelties of the Cohen on the Telephone, Uncle Josh 
andAdaJones and Cal Stewart and other vaudeville- act type skits 
set to music, and some of our most talented popular composers 
were turning out sparkling little comedy gems made for interpre- 
ters like Eddie Cantor, Columbia signed him exclusively. His 
better acoustical Columbias included ILOVEHER-SHE LOVES ME, 
I'M HUNGRY FOR BEAUTIFUL GIRLS, IS SHE DUMB, SUSIE (not 
If you Knew...), CHARLEY MY BOY, NOBODY KNOWS WHAT 
IT'S ALL ABOUT, RITZI MITZI, I LOVE ME and, perhaps best of 
all, I'VE GOT THE YES! WE HAVE NO BANANA BLUES, NO NO 
NORA and DOODLE DOO DOO. Other pre-electricals of note 
were HOW I LOVE THAT GIRL, GOO- GOO- GOOD NIGHT DEAR, 
THOSE PANAMA MAMAS, WE'RE BACK TOGETHER AGAIN and 
LAFF IT OFF. Eddie's very last horn-type release was his most 
famous song, IF YOU KNEW SUSIE (Co 364- D).

This period apparently included only two electricals, ROW, 
ROW, ROSIE (Co 415-D). and OH! BOY, WHAT A GIRL (457- D). 
On both records, as in several of the earlier ones, Cantor was on 
only one side of the wax, an annoying but prevalent practice in 
those days. 

Eddie was now appearing in first-rate musical plays, but 
incredibly very few recordings were made. of his show tunes. One 
of his first such tremendous successes, KID BOOTS, which ran 
almost three years on Broadway and then was made into a silent 
film with Eddie repeating his stage success this time with no less 
than Clara Bow, had several lovely Tiemey- McCarthy songs and 
Columbia seemingly did not see fit to commit any of the Cantor 
material to wax. In 1928, Whoopee was, perhaps, Cantor's 
greatest hit, and because of it Victor recorded six sides with him 
but only MAKIN' WHOOPEE from the musical. The other five 
selections were once again, 'safe' Cantor verscons of new comedy 
songs: THE AUTOMOBILE HORN SONG, I FAW DOWN AN' GO 
BOOM, IE I GIVE UP THE SAXOPHONE WILL YOU COME BACK 
TO ME, HUNGRY WOMEN, and just one that was more pop. song 
than a trick one: HELLO SUNSHINE HELLO. 

This was to be Eddie Cantor's last appearance on Victor for 
close to twenty years, widi one exception: In 1931 he appeared in 
another lavish Goldwyn musical, PALMY DAYS, Neither Victor 
nor anyone else saw fit to have him record the sprightly songs 
from the film, the delightful diet song, BEND DOWN, SISTER, 
written by no less than Ballard MacDonald and Con Conrad; MY 
BABY SAID YES, YES, and THERE'S NOTHING TOO GOOD FOR 
MY BABY, the latter co- composed by Cantor with Benny Davis 
and Harry Akst. However, GUST ANNHEIM and HIS ORCHESTRA 
were still with Victor, and Victor had them do THERE'S NOTHING 
TOO GOOD FOR MY BABY. The vocal chorus is unmistakably 
Eddie Cantor, although he is not identified. It is a good record. 
Leo Reisman did BEND DOWN, SISTER, with Leo himself 
spluttering a foggy vocal . . . but how much better if Eddie had 
been allowed to do both numbers, and in solo. 

Cantor's next records were four outstanding numbers from his 
Goldwyn film, KID MILLIONS in 1934, three of them by Gus 
Kahn and Walter Donaldson and MANDY by Irving Berlin of two 
decades earlier. These were released on the Perfect-Melotone 
group, and are noteworthy for more than their star: they are among- 
the first examples of sound-track recordings on commercial 
records. I was startled to find at the time that there were two 
different versions of WHEN MY SHIP COMES IN on different 
pressings. The labels are identical, of course, but the wax reveals 
that the C pressing is a Perfect studio rendition, while the A 
master is definitely from the film track. The superior quality of 
recording, plus the gigantic orchestra and chorus is something 
that no recording, let alone a 25*! label, could afford at that 
time. I don't know if they released both versions of all four 
songs; it seems highly possible. The sound-track versions of the 
songs from Kid Millions, probably due to the over-all technical 
brilliance of the film studio recording, may be the best of Cantor 
on records.

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BOB SHOFFNER (in the 1920s) 

BOB SHOFFNER (in the 1920s) by Claus-Uwe Diirr 

Bob Shoffner is one of the many underrated little: known 
Chicago musicians of the 'twenties. The purpose of this article 
is to show that he certainly deserves a place among the best 
cornet/ trumpet players of that period. 

Born 1900 in Paducah, Ky. , Shoffner joins Charlie Creath's 
band in St. Louis in 1919 and is a member of Everett Robbins and 
his Jazz Screamers in Chicago in 1921 (cf. RR61p. 6). In '23-24 
he is in John Wycliffe's Orchestra and from 1924 to 1927 he is - 
with short interruptions - Oliver's second trumpeter. In February 
1927 Shoffner left Oliver and went to St, Louis to have his lip 
operated (cf. Allen/Rust, Joe King Oliver), but is back in Chicago 
by 1929 playing in Earl Hines' band and 1931 with Erskine Tate. 

The only source for identifying Shoffner's style of playing were 
his four magnificent recordings with Luis Russell's Heebie Jeebie 
Stompers on OKeh 8424 and 8454 from November 17, 1926. - 
Now there is one more point and that is where my research started. 
" Shoffner" is the composer credit on Paramount 12297 for TheJoys 
by Jimmy O'Bryant's Washboard Band. As there are five issued 
sides with a cornettist, Shoffner is the obvious choice. 

Starting from these I found by close comparison that on several 
more Paramount recordings from about the same time the same 
cornettist is to be heard: obviously Bob Shoffner. 

So the facts are probably these: From June 1923 onwards the 
cornettist in the Paramount "house" band, Lovie Austin's Serena- 
des, was Tommy Ladnier. When Ladnier left Chicago in spring 
1925 to join Sam" Wooding (with whom he left the U. S. A. for 
Europe on May 6, 1925, cf. Charters/Kunstadt, Jazz - The New 
York Scene), he was replaced by Bob Shoffner. 

SHOFFNER'S STYLE OF PLAYING 



Shoffner's style can be defined as "melodious". He attacks 
his notes almost delicately. His "singing" tone is particularly 
audible at the end of phrases, when he holds a note almost without 
vibrato. He plays his instrument mostly muted, but does not 
produce the sharp tone of Oliver; his tone could be described as 
"dry". When playing runs of several short notes, Shoffner tends 
to hit each note individually, thus at times sounding a bit clumsy; 
he plays neither in the brilliant vein, like Louis Armstrong, Jabbo 
Smith, Punch Miller, nor does he shout his notes like Tommy 
Ladnier; his phrasing could be called "mellow". (A good example 
is Everybody Pile). 

As other jazz musicians, Shoffner too has his characteristic 
phrases, the most significant of these being a run of notes down- 
wards, difficult to describe, but clearly audible inrecordings like: 
Ida Cox's Mistreatin' Daddy Blues, Coffin Blues, Rambling Blues 
(the best example), Viola Bartlette's Tennessee Blues. 

The same characteristics apply to Shoffner's- more mature 
style with Luis Russell (cf. Please Don't Turn Me Down).

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THE EASY RIDERS JAZZ BAND AND VICTORIA SPIVEY 



MERIDEN is an old Connecticut town settled in 1806 by 
many of our pioneering citizens. From its musical history it 
has been the scene of pioneering piano and music roll manu- 
facturers. In the late 30s, through the 40s, Eli Oberstein and 
his vast Varsity- Allegro- Elite recording empire based many 
of its recording operations in its vicinity. On August 9, 1964 
it added another piece of musical history. New Orleans and 
the classic blues in the persons of the EASY RIDERS JAZZ 
BAND and VICTORIA SPIVEY came to Meriden to make a 
historic series of recordings for the small but indeed industrious 
label of George H. Buck (GHB). In a vacant theatre, formerly 
the PALACE, located on its Main Street, Route West 6A, the 
recording adventure took place. Some of the most modem 
portable recording apparatus was employed for the session. 
The theatre must have been a majestic vaudeville showplace 
in its day. You just could hear and see the ghosts of Al 



Jolson or Fannie Brice or perhaps John Barrymore playing to a 
packed enthusiastic audience. Those days are gone, unfortu- 
nately, but again this theatre 'lived' for another occasion as 
its large hall echoed the vibrant sounds of New Orleans music 
for the recording microphones. There was no audience except 
for a few interested spectators. Miss Spivey may occupy the 
historic spot of being the last performer in the old style to 
play the 'Palace', 

Musically, the EASY RIDERS JAZZ BAND is a revelation 
in this world of cacaphonic avant garde sounds. They work 
hard at, and play the beautiful simple New Orleans style. 
They nobly represent this school here in the East and they are 
'comers'. We certainly hope they will lead the way for an- 
other New Orleans renaissance here, like the one we enjoyed 
a decade ago. Here's some background data provided us by 
the Easy Rider Jazz Band co-leader, Bill Bissonnette. 



THE EASY RIDERS JAZZ BAND was formed in 196 2 by Bill Sinclair 
and Bill Bissonnette. The goals of the band, to promote and 
preserve the early New Orleans style of jazz, has never varied. 
The band has done extensive television and radio work in Connec- 
ticut and is currently a regular attraction on WTIC radio's Saturday 
Night Hootenany which originates from a different town in Con- 
necticut each week. The band starts a steady Friday night series 
of appearances at the Yankee Silversmith Inn in Wallingford, 
Conn, on Aug. 21. The band has three albums to its credit so 
far. The first was a limited edition and is now out of print. The 
second album by the band on the Jazz Crusade label is considered 
to be the finest reproduction of the New Orleans' sound ever 
achieved by a young white band. The third album the band re- 
corded featured New Orleans veterans Kid Thomas and Emanuel 
Paul playing with the band. Several members of the band have 
recently recorded for GHB Records with the International Jazz 
Band. Also recorded for release in the Spring, on GJ2B Records is 
their session with the famed blues singer Victoria Spivey. 

BILL BISSONNETTE (trombone) Bill is co- leader of the band and 
also acts as business manager. He studied trombone in New 
Orleans picking up the fundamentals from Jim Robinson. The 
mouthpiece Bill uses was given to him by Jim. He played drums 
in Connecticut bands for ten years prior to taking up trombone. 
He is 28 years old. 

BILL SINCLAIR (piano) Bill is the other co- leader of the band. 
Bill has played jazz piano since he was eight years old! Now at 
23, he was one of die most skilled pianists in traditional jazz 
today. He has a broadmusical background to draw upon including 
an excellent knowledge of the classics. 5 



FRED VIGORITO (trumpet) Fred is the youngest member of the 
band at 21 and he is also the newest member of the band. Fred 
has been playing jazz only since February of this year. He has 
been most influenced by Bunk Johnson and Kid Thomas Valentine. 

NOEL KALET (clarinet) Noel is one of three who has been in the 
band right from its first rehearsal. He also plays guitar. He is 
27 years old and is from New Haven, Conn. His unusual and 
interesting solo on When My Dreamboat Comes Home on the first 
album received great acclaim. 

DICK GRIFFITH (banjo) "Grif" is the old-timer of the band at 
38. He has played in many Dixieland bands around Connecticut 
but he didn't really come into his own until he joined the "Riders". 
His favorite banjo men are Lawrence Marreau and George Guesnon, 
He is from Huntington, Conn, 

DICK MCCARTHY (string bass) Dick is probably the best New 
Orleans style bassist in the East. He "spanks" the bass in the style 
of "Slow Drag" Pavageau. Dick has been in the band almost two 
years. He is 26. 

ART PULVER (drums) Art came into the band at the same time 
as McCarthy. He is 35 years old. His favorite drummers are 
Joe Watkins and Sammy Penn. Both of these men have influenced 
his style of playing. When Joe Watkins was in Connecticut last 
year he presented Art with a pair of his sticks as momentos of his 
visit.

"HOT" RADIO - 1927-1928-1929 vintage, right here in New York 
City. 

Ah! for the use of a tape recorder or a disc cutter way back in 
those early radio days! What mouth-watering nostalgic treasures 
we could have had today. Unfortunately the radio transcription 
process was still in its infancy and as far as we know there were 
no radio transcriptions before 1930. Somebody please tell us 
we're wrong! ! 

A bit of eye searching for radio programs in the Harlem news- 
papers of the late 20s paid off with some fascinating program dis - 
coveries. This research has been largely neglected - and we hope 
to increase the interest by including 'runs' of information in forth- 
coming issues. 

Let's now return to 1927, 1928 and 1929. Pull the switch on 
your old fashioned radio. Hit that dial number just right in order 
to prevent the weaving in and out of your program, and just pray 
that the static doesn't get too strong. In November/ December 
1927 you could have heard Fletcher Henderson Orch. on (WHN) 
and (WOR); Clarence Williams Trio (WPAP); Charleston Chasers 
(WOR); Swanee Club entertainment (WMCA); Ethel Waters on a 
27 station hookup for General Motors (WEAF) and the Runnin' Wild 
Four with Amanda Randolph at the piano. In January of 1928 the 
airwaves boasted orchestras from the Savoy Ballroom (WABC); 
Bamboo Inn (WGL); Connie's Inn (WBNY); Swanee Club (WMCA); 
Clarence Williams Trio (WPCH); Henderson's Roseland Orch (WOR); 
Chick Webb's Rose-Danceland Orch (WBNY). On Feb. 2, 1928 
W. C. Handy, assisted by his three daughters, Catherine, Lucille 
and Elizabeth and his son William went on the air for what must 
have been a 'Hand y' family program. Also in February you 
could have heard the Dixie Flyers (WBBM); Cotton Pickers (WICC); 
Dixie Entertainers (WSB) and Jungle Boys (WMCA). There was 
also a Florence Mills Memorial Hour on WABC for the late great 
star. 

There were so many goodies in the forthcoming months. 
Henderson, Clarence Williams and various golden age bands from 
the hot nighteries around New York town were "a dime a dozen" 
for radio listeners during this period. In May 1928 (WPCH) took 
us backstage to Miller& Lyles dressing room for an interview with 
the famous comedians. Also in this month Clara Smith with the 
Swanee Club Revue captured the air waves. In August 1929 
Lonnie Johnson sang on (WPAP) and (WOV); Duke Ellington Jungle 
Band on (WABC); Jazz Babies Orch (WKBO); orchestras and enter- 
tainers from Small's Paradise (WMCA) and Nest Club (WEVD); 
Missourians from the Savoy Ballroom (WMCA); Dixie Syncopators 
(King Oliver?) on (WGBS). In Sept. 1929 there was Dixie Slim 
(who he?), guitar solos and Original Georgia Stompers (WIBS); 
also pianist Clarence Profit on (WPAP). 

And not to be outdone by today's jazz history seminars there 
was a pioneering radio airshot on (WJZ) back in Sept. 1929 called 
the "Origin and Development of Jazz" . Wonder what they had 
had to contribute? Gospel was also represented on the air waves 
as (WGBS) presented the Harlem Gospel Singers. This same month 
also had the Washboard Serenaders (WHN); Charleston Ramblers 
(WWRL): Luis Russell's Roseland Orch (WPAP) and a program on 
(WJZ) entitled the "Influence of Jazz on Modern Music". In Oc- 
tober 1929 listeners were treated to Louis Armstrong and his orch. 
Even our Victoria Spivey was on the air here in NYC singing Gulf 
Coast Blues. 

And this is where we end. More radio news highlights will 
follow in future issues. 




Red Nichols and his rhythm section appeared at the Huntington 
Hotel of the Sheraton chain in Pasadena, California, from June 
13 through October 7, 1964. From July 7 through July 17, Red 
and his quartette had a leave of absence to participate in the 
International Jazz Festival in Tokyo, Japan. 

According to Leonard Feather, reporting in DOWN BEAT, this 
was called the First World Jazz Festival put on by a large U.S. 
delegation of 72, which included a few managers and performers' 
spouses. Actually, these were subdivided into three- groups and 
the groups rotated largely among three cities for six nights -- in 
effect, these were separate concert tours. 

Group "A" was composed of modern jazz with contemporary 
artists and headlined by the Miles Davis Quintet. This group con- 
sistently drew capacity crowds, predominantly youngsters who 
admire these artists on recent records. 

Group "B" was billed as Dixieland-Swing. It included corne- 
tist Red Nichols and His Five Pennies with Warren Smith (tb), Bill 
Wood (cl), Bill Campbell (p), Walt Yoder (st. b) and Rollie 
Culver (dm); drummer Gene Krupa's Quartette with Charlie 
Ventura (ts), John Bunch (p) and Eddie DeHaas (b); The Dukes of 
Dixieland with the Assunto brothers and father, plus Jerry Fuller 
(cl), Gene Schroeder (p), Red Brown (b) and Barrett Deems (dms); 
singer Dakota Straton accompanied by the Kunihiko Sato Trio; and 
clarinetist Edmond Hall* using the Dukes' rhythm section. 

Group "C" was labeled 'Popular' and was comprised of the 
Tommy Dorsey Band led by Sam Donahue and featuring singers 
Frank Sinatra, Jr., thePied Pipers and Jeanne Thomas; also Nobuo 
Hara and His Sharps and Flats, with Louis Bellson as guest drummer 
with both bands. 

Apparently The Japan Booking Corp. learned from their 
mistakes but were pleased with the results and hope to expand 
such activities. Leonard Feather reported, "The mistakes were 
easily seen and understood. A disproportionately large sum had 
been invested in salaries and round- trip fares for musicians whose 
big selling point apparently was that autobiographical movies 
had been made about them. This was clearly the premise for the 
Nichols and Krupa visits; yet Miles Davis was the foremost attrac- 
tion. Similarly, a big band had been imported that bases its 
appeal not primarily on music, and certainly not primarily on 
jazz, but rather on nostalgia. "

For the discerning, the promoters provided typical out-of-date 
photographs to illustrate the Dukes and the Pennies on the pro- 
grams. The Pennies' photo was at least four years old, probably 
taken during their Far East tour in 1960, and included deceased 
bass saxophonist Joe Rushton instead of the string bass now em- 
ployed by the group. 

One of the Tokyo concerts was taped and later broadcasted 
locally over 1310 kcs on July 23, 1964, Our good friend, "Bozy" 
White, stationed with the AFRS in Tokyo, quickly set up and 
taped a 12-minute contribution by the Pennies for my listening 
pleasure. The Japanese-speaking announcer, while introducing 
the Pennies, is telling the time-worn story of all the famous mu- 
sicians who played with Red. He then introduces the medley 
composed of "Easter Parade", "Chinatown, My Chinatown" and 
"Avalon". 

As the applause subdue, Red steps to the mike to say, "From 
the Paramount Picture 'The Five Pennies' we would like to present 
our version of "The Battle Hymn of the Republic'" Because of

The SUTTON LP 

From Dave Bee, Vancouver BC 

Seems to me I read in your journal about an LP label called 
"Sutton", with reference to some choice re-issue material. I 
came across this label in the Bargain Basement in the Hudson's 
Bay Co. I discovered SU-270, indicated only as "Blackbirds 
of 1928" featuring Ethel Waters and a list of ten titles some 
rather variable from the actual titles of the tunes. Nothing 
more in the way of credits. I recalled a 'pirate' LP on a label 
"Revue" which I once saw in Seattle, comprising former Bruns- 
wick sides by Ellington, Ethel Waters, Mills Bros., Don Redman, 
Cab Calloway, etc. , and so for a price of $1. 57 invested in this 
Sutton SU-270. I found it is indeed those former Brunswicks, 
and identified most of the artists. However, there are two tracks 
that present a little difficulty, and wonder if you could tell me: 

(1) who is the male vocalist with Ethel Waters in I CAN'T GIVE 
YOU ANYTHING BUT LOVE. 

(2) whose is the chorus and solo vocal in I'M ON MY WAY. 
Probably you know this LP and are aware of the variance in 

the listed titles; for example, STROLL ALONG YOUR WAY 
proved to be BANDANA BABIES, I'VE GOT PORGY NOW is 
PORGY etc. 



"QUARTER CENTURY OF JAZZ DISCOGRAPHY" ISSUE 58 
From Walter C. Allen, Stanhope, New Jersey. 

I was very pleased to read Paul Sheatsley *s article "A Quarter 
Century of Jazz Discography" in RR #58. It is high time that a 
review of this nature was done and Paul did it well indeed. 

He brings up the assumptions that people took regarding the 
"hotness" of a particular record, according to whether it was 
listed in Delaunay or not. By this line of reasoning, Glen Gray's 
SMOKE RINGS was a hot record, but Clarence Williams' 
CUSHION FOOT STOMP was not. 

However, Paul did not discuss another aspect along a similar 
line, and that is the acceptance of the accuracy of personnel 
data. The uncritical or novice collector tends to accept a given 
personnel as exact and undisputed simply because it is listed in 
"the discography. " Those of us who are more experienced have 
come to realize that this is simply not so, in all too many cases. 

I would personally add, therefore, a sixth basic principle 
for the ideal discography: namely, that sources of personnels be 
given. Of the various discographies reviewed, only Blackstone 
did this, and it deserves mention. 

The collector is entitled to know: that there is an element 
of doubt in many personnels; that in many cases, two or more 
variant personnels have been proposed for a given session and 
the differences have never been satisfactorily resolved; whether 
a personnel is adduced by aural evidence on the part of the com- 
piler with no other supporting evidence; what the source(s) of a 
given personnel are; etc. If two or more conflicting personnels 
exist for a session, then they should all be given - maybe in this 
way, some of the conflicts can be resolved by appropriate inter- 
viewing, research and aural study. It is no longer sufficient for 
the compiler to state that all personnels given are those which 
are most nearly correct in the best judgment of the compiler. 

Incidentally, of the various discographies, JAZZ DIREC- 
TORY is still available in Volumes 2, 3, 4 and 6 only. Volumes 
1 and 5 are out of print.

One error which must be corrected once- and- for- all (it 
appears again in Godrich- Dixon Blues and Gospel Discography 
(page 304 & 520) is that Alberta Prime is no pseudonym for 
Alberta Hunter on Blu-Disc or any other label. We have spoken 
to Miss Pryme (that's the way it is spelled today) here in New 
York City. Miss Pryme is a tall majestic, robust silver hair 
lady with an air of elegance about her. She is at present on 
the musical program committee for the Negro Actors Guild. 
She recalled the Duke Ellington recording session with Sonny 
Greer for Blu-Disc. It was recorded here in mid-town New 
York City in the early 20s. We hope to get her to hear a tape 
of Blu-Disc recordings, including her own vocal, provided by 
Ellington researcher, Irving Jacobs. Perhaps we can reach Sonny 
Greer or even Duke Ellington for an aural evidence session.

MARY STRAINE - THE FIRST BLUES LADY TO RECORD???! ! ! 

We must thank the distinguished showman, Leigh Whipper 
for this very fascinating piece of research data. According to 
his information the following recording" artists made up BERT 
WILLIAMS, Elder Eatmore's Sermon on Generosity (49643-2) 
(composer credits, Rogers) (Columbia A6141), BERT WILLIAMS - 
ALEX ROGERS - BOB SLATER and MARY STRAINE. A full 
throated vocal by Mary in a sanctified Gospel- Blues styling can 
be heard on this side. We have heard it. We suggest that our 
readers who own the item also listen to it. The recording date 
is a puzzle. We know it was recorded before Mamie Smith's 
historic first Okeh recording in 1920. We'll guess and say ca. 
1917-1918. Can anyone provide an exact date? This is history 
in the making. Except for Miss Daisy Tapley who recorded a 
semi-classic religious duet with Carroll Clark way back in 1910 
for Columbia records (Co a961 - I surrender All (19153-2-5). 
Miss Straine would be the second known Negro woman to record 
and the first Blues vocalist to hit the grooves. There was a 



female member of the Fisk University Jubilee Singers. Wonder 
if she could have been on any pre-1920 recordings with this group.

ARMSTRONG RESEARCH PROJECT 

By BOB HILBERT 

Few collectors or critics would argue Louis Armstrong's 
position in jazz history, yet little has been done in compiling a 
comprehensive discography of his recording. A few scattered 
foreign attempts have done little to contribute new, reliable 
Armstrong discographical information. In the main, they have 
been content to repeat old, previously published errors and add a 
few new ones of their own. In addition, the list of omissions 
grows longer with each new publication. 

It is our feeling that serious research must be commenced 
NOW. Time already has obscured many recordings. Why wait 
five or ten years more before beginning what must be an obvious 
task? 

The sheer number of recordings made by Armstrong is nearly 
overwhelming. In addition, hundreds of other recordings have 
appeared on "private" or "bottleg" labels throughout the world. 
(Just a few days ago, for example, we uncovered a private 
Brazilian issue of the Hot Five's Savoy Blues!) 

The list of known Armstrong material seems endless. And 
who knows how much "unknown" material may exist. It is our 
intention to attempt to list all tapes, acetate discs, wire record- 
ings, films, interviews and other similar material that can be 
authenticated. After all, air checks, concerts, private recordings 
and other "unissued" material does exist and should be listed. 

A small nucleus of researchers-collectorshave agreed to lend 
their support to this project. Heading up the Armstrong disco- 
graphical project in Europe is George Joslyn, of Swansea, Wales. 
Needless to say, the project needs much more help to be success- 
ful. Collectors not only in foreign lands but also right here in the 
United States must help. 

The job ahead is an enormous one, but with the concerted 
effort of an active group of collectors and researchers, it can be 
done.

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THE GQLDEN AGE OF FOLK RECORDING 



COLONEL JOHN A PATTEE 

Researcher Joe Drochetz of Minneapolis has uncovered a 
fascinating piece of obscure data on one of our folk legends, 
Colonel John A. Pattee who recorded just 3 months before his 
death at the age of 80 in 1924. The Colonel left just one 
issued recording of old-time folk fiddling which may very well 
become the yardstick for researching the art of the pre Civil 
War style of country fiddlers. From die point of seniority the 
Colonel, as far as we know, was the oldest practitioner of 
country fiddling to make phonograph records. (Are we wrong? 
Editors) 

Here is Mr. Drochetz contribution : 
LISTEN IN ON THE RADIO COL. 5 PAGE 12 SEC. 8 
THE NEW YORK TIMES - DECEMBER 28, 1924 
Colonel John A. Pattee, old soldier fiddler and favorite 
of WEAFS Radio Audience, will never stand before a 
microphone again. This unfortunate news came with 
word of his death which cancelled his radio barn dance 
from WEAF scheduled for Saturday Evening, Dec. 20, 
1924. 

Colonel Pattee was 80 years of age and a civil war 
veteran, having served in the twenty-fourth Michigan 
Volunteer Infantry, called the "Iron Brigade, " which 
opened the Battle of Gettysburg. 
On numerous occasions he has appeared on WEAF's 
programs, playing the old dance tunes on his fiddle 
just as he played them before the civil war days. 

His voice, calling out each tune in the fashion of the 
country fiddler, won for him a warm spot in the hearts 
of WEAF's radio listeners. 

NOTE: Colonel Pattee recorded a few sides for Columbia 
Records before his death. They are listed in Columbia 
Catalogs 1926-27-28 & 29.
